The reply filed on April 28, 2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or matters): 
election of species was not made for Group I, (claims 1-30, 113-119 and 136-143) See 37 CFR 1.111. Applicant states in the 
election that "due to the amendment of claim 1 13, the election of species is unnecessary". The species as set forth in the Election 
restriction mailed March 26, 2003 are mutually exclusive since they are structurally different compositions (i.e. alkali metal 
dichromate vs. alkali metal dichromate free ). Applicant states in their response that " the claims of Group I recite the limitation of at 
least one species of protozoa", which encompasses compositions comprising one organism and compositions comprising a mixture 
of organisms. Compositions that comprise one organism are strucuturally different from compositions comprising a mixture 
organisms. Applicant did not address this species requirement as being unnecessary or otherwise. Applicant is referred to Section 
806.04(e) of the MPEP that explains claims restricted to species.
